(10) or by and a cylinder lining carried by the wall-(W). 

3. (Currently Amended) BThe b lock brake device according to Claim 2, 
charact e rized in tha t including two coaxial cylinder piston drives (20a, 20b) w hich 
operate in opposite directions are integrated in the brake beam-flO). 

4. (Currently Amended) BThe b lock brake device according to Claim 3, 
charact e riz e d in tha tw herein the brake beam (10) h as two identically constructed 
housing halves (§2)-which can be symmetrical ly fold e d ov e r with respect to a center 
plane of the bogie (2)-and which, at least in sections, form the cylinders ( 4 6) of the 
cylinder piston drives (20a, 20b) .

5. (Currently Amended) BThe b lock brake device according to Claim 4, 
charact e riz e d in tha tw herein the two housing halves (§3)-are constructed as hollow 
castings. 
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6. (Currently Amended) BThe b lock brake device according to Claim 4 
ef-&, charact e riz e d in tha t including one deflection gearing (86)-respectively for 
deflecting the piston movement to the pressing rods (8)4s-accommodated in an 
encapsulated manner in the housing halves-(§3). 

7. (Currently Amended) BThe b lock brake device according to Claim 6, 
characterized in tha tw herein the deflection gearing is formed by one angle lever (86) 
respectively linked to a housing hal f (52) . 

8. (Currently Amended) BThe b lock brake device according to Claim 7, 
characterized in tha t including receiving devices (^8)-for brake blocks (1 4 ) are shaped 
at fee-an end side to the housing halves-(53). 

9. (Currently Amended) BThe b lock brake device according to on e of 
Claims 4 to 8 , charact e riz e d in that including an intermediate housing (66) is arranged 
between the two housing halves-(53), in which intermediate housing (66) a central 
pressure medium connection (70) is constmcted which supplies both cylinders ( 4 6) o f 
the cylinder piston drives (20a, 20b) w ith pressure medium. 

10. (Currently Amended) B The b lock brake device according to Claim 9, 
characterized in tha t including at least a part of the driving mechanism (100) of a 
parking brake is accommodat e d in the intermediate housing-(66). 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) BThe b lock brake device according to Claim 1 0, 
characteriz e d in tha tw herein the driving mechanism (100) of the parking brake 
comprises a nut screw drive (102) w hich can be rotatorily driven by parking brake 
actuating elements and is coaxial to the cylinder piston drives (20a, 20b) , the-a^screw 
^4^4 4of the nut screw drive being constructed such that it can strike against the-a 
pressure side of one piston (75 a) and the-a.nut fj-96 ^of the nut screw drive being 
constructed such that it can strike against tbe-apressure side of the other piston-(74b). 
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12. (Currently Amended) BThe b lock brake device according to Claim 1 1, 
charact e rized in that tho wherein introduction of the rotating movement takes place 
into the nut (106) of the nut screw drive (102) and in that the screw (10 4 ) is disposed 
in a linearly displaceable manner and protected against torsion on the one piston 
(74a) , and the nut (106) is disposed so that it can be linearly displaced but is freely 
rotatable on the other piston-(74b). 

13. (Currently Amended) BThe b lock brake device according to Claim 12, 
charact e riz e d by a guidance o fi vherein the screw (10 4 ) and the nut fj^6 4are guided 
within one centric ciip-shaped shaped-out section f?6)-respectively in the assigned 
pisto n (7 4 a, 7 4 b) . 

14. (Currently Amended) BThe b lock brake device according to Claim 13, 
charactorizod in tha tw herein the screw (10 4 ) and the nut (106) are provided at the-an 
end side with one stop body (13^ a, 131b) r espectively shaped complementarily to a 
bottom (152) of the shaped-out sections-(76) of the pistons (74a, 7 4 b) . 

15. (Currently Amended) B The b lock brake device according to Claim 14, 
charact e rized in that wherein the nut (106) of the nut screw drive (102) is disposed in 
an axially displaceable and co-rotatable manner inside a sleeve (126) which is 
disposed in the intermediate housing (6^in a coaxial, axially fixed and rotatable 
manner, which sleeve (126) can be rotatorily driven for the apphcation and release of 
the parking brake. 

16. (Currently Amended) BThe b lock brake device according to on e of 
Claims 1 to 15, charactorizod in that i t Claim L wherein the brake device is fastened as 
a brake module containing at least the brake beams (10, 12) , the pressing rods-(8), the 
brake blocks fl4)-and the cylinder piston drives (20a, 20b) in a hanging manner by 
moans of h anging lugs (18) to the bogie-(3). 



17. (Currently Amended) B The b lock brake device according to Claim 16, 
characterized in tha t wherein the hanging lugs (18) are disposed at one end side at the 
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bogie (3)-by m e ans of spherical bearings (21) w ith elastically damping elements-(26), 
so that they can be swivelled on all sides and are linked at th e oth e r another end side to 
the brake shoes ft6)-carrying the brake blocks-(i4). 

18. (Currently Amended) B The b lock brake device according to one of 
Claims 1 to 17, charact e rized in tha t Claim L including wear adjusting devices are 
integrated in the pressing rods-(8). 

19. (Currently Amended) B The b lock brake device according to ene-ef 
Claims 1 to 18, charact e rized in tha t Claim L wherein the pressing rods (8)-are 
arranged essentially perpendicular to the wheel axles (22) . 

20. (Currently Amended) BThe b lock brake device according to one of 
Claims 1 to 18, charact e riz e d in tha t Claim L wherein the pressing rods (8)-are 
arranged at an angle to one another and diverge starting from the brake beam {iG) 
accommodating the cylinder piston drives (20a, 20b) . 



21 . (Currently Amended) BThe b lock brake device according to one of 
th e preceding claims, charact e rized in that Claim L wherein the piston stroke of a 
cylinder piston drive (20a, 20b) is larger in comparison to its than the piston diameter.
